BE it hereby Declared and Enated by the Right Honourable 
the Lod Mayo, the Right Monbiotul the Aldermenhis Bye- 
thien, and the Commons of ri laid City in n

aſſembled, That the Right of Elefing Sheriffs fo2 the City 
of London and County of Middleſex, is, and ſhall be, in the 
Livery-men of the ſeveral Compantes of this City in Com- 
mon-Hall aſſembled, -- 

BE it alſo further Enated by the Authoity afozeſaid, That 
it ſhall and may be lawful fo2 the Loꝛd Bayo? of this City foꝛ 
the time being, from-and after the Fourteenth Day of April 
unto the Fourteenth Day ol June in every Pear, to Nominate, 
in the p2eſence of Six Aldermen of the laid City, a fit and 
able Perſon, being a Freeman of this City, foꝛ Sheriff of the
